Steve Nisbet--A Good Man 


A friend of mine was in the news recently, in a 
somewhat sad but inevitable way. 

Stephen S. Nisbet, of Fremont and Florida, 
recently announced that he would not seek 
re-election to the Michigan State University board 
of trustees. 

The news is sad because Steve Nisbet is a fine 
man and has been an excellent public servant in 
Michigan for the last 27 years. 

It is inevitable because Steve Nisbet is 75 years 
old and has suffered two heart attacks in recent 
years. 

“While [have recovered from them p 
my doctor says i shouid not push “my 
further,” Nisbet explains. 

Steve Nisbet deserves a rest. He has been in the 
public service almost his entire adult life. 

Starting as a teacher, he put in several years as 
superintendent of the Fremont schools, and then 
became vice president of Gerber Products Co. and 
president of Fremont Bank and Trust Co. 

About the tiie he left the focal school business, 
Nisbet was first elected to the old State Board of 
Education, where he served for 18 years. 

This former board was charged with running the 
affairs of the four regional state colleges—Eastern, 
Western, Northern and Central—as well as the K-12 
program throughout the slate. There were four 


members on the board—three elected statewide,. 


plus the elected State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. 

The 1963 Michigan constitution changed this 
syslem—and just in the nick of time. Can you 
imagine a single board these days trying to cope 
with the campus problems at Ypsilanti, Marquette, 
Mi. Pleasant and Kalamazoo—as well as handling 
the K-12 situation? 

Nisbet had a hand in changing the system, too. 


_ Perhaps the high point of his public service career 


was his tenure as -president of the Michigan 
Constitutions! Convention, which moet in 1961-62 
and rewrote Michigan’s constitution. 

Nisbet ran as a delegate to that cunvention, as 
did many prestigious personages from throughout 
the state. When the delegates gathered to choose 
their officers, a stalemate developed ‘between the 
liberal forces-of later-Governor George Romney, 
the conservative forces of now—Cong. Ed 
Hutchinson, and the labor—Democratic forces led 
by Thomas Downs. 

After several ballots, Nisbet emerged as the 
compromise choice to head the convention, while 
Romney, Hutchinson and Downs wound up as 
vice-presidents in another compromise action. 

The choice of Nisbet.turned out to be an 
excellent one. He guided the convention fairly yet
